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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/17/05 was reviewed. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
examiner is considering the information disclosure statement. 

Specification 

2. The use of the trademark LUCKAMIDE has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The substrate critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). A photoreceptor needs a 
conductive substrate in order to be a photoreceptor in a charging mode. Note [0003], 
[0012], [0034], [0044] and claim 37. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claiml, 9, 16, 17, 21, 31, 34, 38, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 durable layer should be 
a cross-linkable binder [0038] and [0040]. The charge transport layer is both a hole and 
electron transport layer note [0045]. Claim 9 and 17 needs to have the Trademark 
identity (LUCKAMIDE). Claim 16 needs the solvent to read (by weight of dispersion) 
note Claim 23 and [0041]. Claim 21 if top layer is a CTL then the bottom layer must be a 
CGL. Claim 31 the identity of 535+dimmer is not identified. Claim 34 the thin bipolar 
layer is how thin? Claim 38 does not futher limit Claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 6-38 are rejected under 35 U.S:C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Zhu et al [6890693] in view of Lin et al [6656650]. Zhu et al teaches a photoreceptor 

having a substrate, a charge generation layer comprising a charge generating 

compound i.e. phthalocyanine Col. 8 lines 30-55 and a charge transport compound and 
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an overcoat layer having an electron transport compound. Both single layer and 
multilayer photoconductive elements have been used in electrophotography. The 
purpose of the charge generating material is to generate charge carriers holes and/or 
electrons upon exposure to light. The purpose of the charge transport composition is to 
accept the charge carriers and transport them through the layers in order to facilitate 
discharge of a surface charge on the photoconductive element. The charge transport 
layer generally is intermediate between the charge generating layer and the electrically 
conductive substrate however alternatively, the charge generating layer may be 
intermediate between the charge transport layer and the electrically conductive 
substrate. Note Col.4 lines 1-10. Electron transport compositions are taught in Col. 5 
lines 25-Col.6 line 20. Charge transport compounds are taught in Col.8 line 58- Col. 9 
line 1 1 . Zhu et al fails to teach the use of both electron and hole transport in a single 
layer. Lin et al teaches both electron and hole compositions in a single layer which 
makes the photosensitive element simultaneously being capable of charge generation 
and transport and ambipolar and operable in either positive or negative charging 
modes. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' 
invention with a reasonable expectation of success to ambipolar mixture of both hole 
and charge transport in a layered photoreceptor to obtain an element that can operate 
in a negative charging mode. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
8. Claims 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Zhu et al. Zhu teaches both order of 
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charge generation and transport with both hole and electron transport materials use in a 
photoreceptor. 

9. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Double Patenting 



10. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 
644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

1 1 . Claim 40 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting 
over claims 31 and 32 of copending Application No. 10/807073. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
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copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: Both claim the ambipolar 
layer and a top charge transport layer. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant would be prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other 
copending application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 
1968). See also MPEP § 804.
